LONDON, Aug, 31 (Reuter) — 
The Germans yesterday put out 
two stories on the reported cap- 
ture of (Tallinn, capital of Estonia 
and important Baltic Sea port. 

The German radio said that 
under the cover of fierce fighting 
the Russians evacuateg to the 
Leningrad area, at least 150 miles 
to the east, but a High Command 
communique reported an alleged 
holacaust of Soviet warships and 
transports carrying the ‘Tallinn 
garrison. 

Twenty-one were sunk ang elght 
badly damaged by mines, 22 troop 
transports were sunk by bombing 
and 39 others so badly hit that the 
majority were presumed lost! 

This makes a total of 90 ships 
apart from various warships also 
claimed to have been sunk or 
crippled, an absurg figure. 

[The Moscow communique ' re- 
ports flerce fighting on all fronts 
and says a Soviet submarine sank 
an enemy U-boat in the Black 
Sea. 

In one aerial attack on a Ger- 
man aerodrome 28 Messerschmitts 
were destroyed as well as hulld- 
ings and equipment,

IN ARMY

CLASSES IN COLONY 
VERY POPULAR 


_ Education iu the Army in Wat 
Time at Home 1s arousing | consl- 
derable public interest. The Hong- 
kong public wil] be interested in 
what is being done in the way of 
Education in War-Time in the 
Army in Hongkong. 

Over 2,000 applications have 
been recetved from soldiers 3n 
Hongkong to attend classes under 
the War-Time Education Scheme, 
started three months ago. [The 
scheme 1s purely voluntary and 
the classes are held during the 
soldier’s recreation periods--main- 
ly from 6 to 8 in the evening. 

The Army Authorities have at- 
tempted to prévide for all needs, 
varying from Psychology to Boot- 
making. 

To meet various demands the 
assistance of the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment Education services has 
been sought and freely given. In 
addition the co-operation of 4a 
number of leading firms in the 
Colony has proved of great value. 


LANGUAGES POPULAR 


So far as possible the Instruc- 
tors have been found within the 
Army but so popular are some of 
the courses, particularly in cer- 
tain languages wireless telegraphy 
and commerciaj} subjects, that 
classeg have had to be duplicated 
and additional teachers from the 
elvil ranks (including several 
ladies} have come in to help 

There are more.than 40 courses 
dealing with 30 different subjects 
and 77 separate classes are held 
each week. Many 
having to walt for their turn but 
ut present there are more than 
500 men recelving instruction. 


THE COURSES 


The following are some of the 
courses: Motor Mechanics, Driving 
& Car Maintenance, Oxy-acety- 
lene and Electric Welding, Boot- 
making, Book-keeping & Accoun- 
tancy, Electric Engineering, Short- 
hand, Wireless Telegraphy, Phar- 
macy, Commerical Art, French, 
German, Spanish, Cantonese Ma- 
thematics and Psychology,

Savage Raids 
On Chungking 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 31 (Reuter) 
—One hundred Japanese aircraft 
in five waves raided Chungking 
yesterday, 

The alarm was sounded shortly 
after breakfast when three waves 
of raiders were sighted heading 
westwarg along the Yangtse River 
In the direction of Ching’s war- 
time capital, 

The first wave. comprising 27 
Japanese planes, bombed the west- 
ern outskirts alone the Chengtu 
road,

With a large and growing part 
of the world engaged In war, and 
all that war means, it gives me 
a sense of pecullar pleasure to be 
concerned with something which 
1s constructive in nature and which 
aims solely at the good sf man- 
kind. I propose to leave It to Dr, 
Herklots to tell you about the 
technical work which will be done 
at this Station and in so doing 
he will nmrake it quite clear why 
Government regards this develop- 
Ment ag one of very great impor- 
tance. Fishing, is, I take it, the 
oldest, and barring agriculture the 
largest, single industry of Hong- 
Kong; but for all that a hundred 
years have elapsed before any 
practical step has been taken to 
promote or even to protect it. 
However, it ls never too late to 
mend and we are now doing the 
right thing. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT 

At this point it Is proper to 
make an acknowledgment. When 
we began to consider this project 
serlously three years ago we ap-' 
plied for a grant from the Colonial! 
Development Fund for the -pur- 
pose, andthrough the good offices 
of the Advisory Committee of the 
Fund we were awarded the gener- 
ous sum of £10,000.

administration and the University. 
That Js a principle which, in the 
interests of the Colony, should be 
kept steadily in view and put into 
practice wherever possible. In 
this instance Government finds 
nearly the whole cost and the Uni- 
Versity does the rest. No exact 
method of administering the Sta- 
tion has yet been worked out: the 
right answer will, I am sure, be 
evolved as time goes on. 
Secondly, 1 want to enter a 
‘eaveat' with a view to preventing 
ulneccessary disappointment. It is 
quite true that one of ‘the prinet- 
pal purposes of the Station ts utili- 
tarian in nature; that ts to say, 
it will aim at making our fishing 
industry more productive. But 
that process must necessarily be 
slow and its progress tor a long 
while may not be visible to the 
eye of the ‘man in the street.’ 
This Station and its staff, there- 
fore, must be looked upon not 
merely as a Jong-term investment 
but also as one the return from 
which. must, because of its very 
nature, be indirect; It is almust 
inconceivable that- the revenue 
side of the Colony’s ‘budget will 
ever make mention of it (except 
perhaps by way of grant by the 
Colonial Development Fund). 
GREAT VIRTUE 


For all that I am prepared to 
contend that it is a highly remun- 
erative investment. Moreover it 
nas another virtue, and that a 
great one; for it will be one of a 
chain of such stations along the 
coast of China, which in co- 
vperation will gradually reveal the 
Ufe histories of ‘the fish popula- 
tion of this part of the great Paci- 
fic Ocean.

ISTANBUL. Aug. 31 (Reu- | 
ter)--A new batch of Ger- | 
mans, 13 women and one man, 
arrived here yesterday morn- 
ing from Teheran after a 
five-day journey. This makes 
the total of 41 Germans to 
reach Turkey from Tran in a 
week. 

The new arrivals, who left the 
Iranian capital on the eve of the 
Anglo-Soviet occupation, show the 
greatest concern for hundreds of 
Nazi specialists and male residents 
now in. Iran,whose exits blocked,

We may hear on 0c- 
casion that three U-boats were 
sunk In one day and on another 
we may hear that a successful at- 
tack on Nazi U-boats was carried 
out by the Navy. 

“7 am afraid’ that. there are a 
lot of people whd miss the signi- 
ficance of-the word ‘successful’ in 
these reports. But we are certain 
that the number of U-boats suc- 
cessfully put out of action is 
greater than that in the Jast war.

end war. The cynic may smile at 
the revival of that unjustly de- 
cried expression: nevertheless it 
48 true that that ideal was before 
our eyes in the last war and Is 
Sincerely in our hearts today. 
(Applause). True, it failed twenty 
yeats ago, but, happlly, it is the 
Nature of idealism not only to 
survive cheap wit but also to sur- 
mount its own failures, knowing 
full well that each failure brings 
the true solution nearer. 

STILL SUBJECT 

Nor is the war against martial 
aggression the only one.in whicn 
our Association is bound to take 
up arms. That is but one, though 
a dire one, of the social diseases 
to which the human race ts still 
subject. The fleld of action in 
which the League of Nations effect- 
€d most was that of Social Wel- 
fare, and the pooling of ideas on 
those matters at Geneva has done 
much for the benefit of the more 
helpless sections of the human 
community. (Applause). Some 
day those activities will surely be 
resumed. 

You may think that J have 
strayed a long way outside the 
bounds of my theme, the Sino- 
British Cultural Association and 
the Hongkong Branch thereof: 
but I would not admit that charge, 
if made. For, though our Asso- 
clation has as its expressed object 
to promote goodwill and cultural 
relations between our two coun- 
tries, the success of that mission 
cannot but have external reper- 
cussion reaching far beyond our 
borders: and that ts the truer, the 
higher the {deals which we share 
and strive to realise. Therefore I 
read into the expressed objects of 
this Sino-British association a 
wider and deeper significance, 
namely that by fulfilling those 
Purposes China and Britain should 
help to make a better world than 
that In which mankind lives and 
suffers today. (Applause). 

I am very proud and happy at 
the thought that the Hongkong 
Branch of the Assoclatton was 
founded during my Governorship 
and that I shared its first presi- 
dency with its firm friend and 
wise counsellor, Mr. Duncan Sloss. 
(Applause), Hongkong hrs a curi- 
ously dual character. Just as the 
vast majority of its citizens can 
bear a dual nationality without 


jconfiiet cr confusion of soul or
